It is an admitted fact that nothing t 80 xh UN to the 
building up of a country, and to its rapid development; as good 
roads. These are essential io all classes. Негеііоге, when 
-charters for this purpose have been азКей-оҒ the Legislative As- 
sembly of this Territory, by those who would willingly invest 
their capital in such: enterprises could they obtain charters 
-which would insure them a fair interest on their money, they 
have uniformly been met by the cry of monopoly. Men who 
make this an objection to granting franchises, do not seem:desir- 
‘ous of advancing the interests of our Territory, or of its citizens. 
This objection is a bane and a curse'on any new country, and.in 
no part of the Pacific Coast is the fact more patent and discov- 
‘аре. ап in that part of Washington Territory lying west of the 
Cascade Mouhtains. Year after year, since the- organization:of 
the Territory and the session of the first Legislative Assembly 
have attempts been made to secure charters for roads which, 
from tho rates of toll proposed іо be charged, would have paid 
a fair interest on the capital invested and immeasurably have 
benefitted the country; but the baneful and destructive ery’ of 


“шолороіу“һав defeated improvements in the country, and. to-day 


‘the prospects of this portion of Washington, Territory аге not а 
‘hundredth part as flattering as they were eight years ago.’ And 
this-is chargeable to those or a majority of those who have rep- 
‘resented inthe "Territorial" Legislature, from year to year, that 
:distrietof.country alluded to. It is. a well known fact.that 


‘three-fourths of the representation in the Legislature is from the 


counties west of the mountains, having the рожег, чоо 
саг tying any ‘measure upon which they would unite. ...: 1 
Тһе Puget Sound country is utterly shut out көй direct 
ханасан with the eastern portion of the Territory ' ‘and 
the rich and exhaustless mineral regions in and adjacent thereto, 
for the want of a wagon road, or even a pack trail, across the 
Cascades. To reach the only line of travel now existing to 
these mines—the Columbia river—requires a journey of 150 
miles, one-half of this distance being over one of the worst roads 
in existence, and this the only ingress or egress out of this por- 
tion of the Territory by land. It will be in vain then to wish or 
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look foe's an accession of ТАЕ in ће Puget Sound, Cheha. 
lis and Cowlitz regions until such time as by charters of the 
most liberal kind, granted by the Legislature, capitalists will be 
induced to invest their money in the construction of such high” 
ways as can, at all seasons of the year, be traveled with speed 
and safety, and which will give access by a short land route from 
the Sound to the gold and silver regions of the Territory of 
Idaho. ' 

Whether to persist in the bonus: prejudice against char- 
ters for good roads and other internal improvements, thereby 
keeping population out of the country; or whether to grant 
privileges for the construction of turnpike and plank roads on 
such liberal terms as may induce the investment of capital, 
thereby opening a communication between the Sound and Ore- 
gon, and the mineral regions east of the mountains, is a measure 
which a majority of the coming Legislative Assembly, being a 
party in interest, have the power to decide. Let there bea 
charter granted for a plank and turnpike rodd for a period of 

,eight years, from the head of Puget Sound to Monticello, allow- 
ing the company to charge toll even at the rate of one dollar for 
every ten miles, upon all vehicles passing over it, and such other 
rates upon all loose stock as may be deemed sufficient, with a 
stipulation that the company pay into the Territorial Treasury 
five per cent." óf the gross receipts for tolls. " This will certainly 
insure an additional revenue to the Territory and it is believed 
the construction of the road too.
